SENT TO TAMPICO 


Si) Ma eunbojts Men to 


SMI or Bloekide Fort. 


Tamplco, June a—An official notifica- 


tion was sent to the United States con- 
sul, Clarence A. Miller, by Governor 
Lois Caballero mat he had received 
word of the intention of tbe federal 
war vessels Zaragoza and Bravo to 
come to Tamplco for the purpose of 
bombarding or blockading the port 
For this reason Governor Caballero 
said he thought it proper to notify the 
American consul, so that the American 
war vessels lying off the port might 
keep out of the line of fire. 


The Constitutionalists have made all 


arrangements for the defense of the 
port Several hundred troops with ar- 
tillery departed from the town, and It 
Is understood they went to La Barra 
with the Intention of throwing up 
earthworks and placing cannon so as 
to prevent any attempt by the Mexi- 
can gunboats to enter the river. 


It is not yet known what steps are 


to be taken to drive off the gunboats 
should tUey make an effort to blockade 
the port No vessels adapted to such 
a purpose are at present available for 
the Constitutionalists. 


On the arrival of the*A«nericn schoon- 


er Sunshine from Galveston, with 
8,000,000 Mauser and Winchester cart- 
ridges for the Constitutional authori- 
ties, Rear Admiral Mayo sent Flag 
Lieutenant Arthur B. Cook to learn the 
character of the cargo. Captain Brows 
of the Sunshine had made his vessel 
fast to the custom house wharf, and 
she had begun to discharge her cargo. 
After the Hag lieutenant had made his 
report to the admiral, the latter decid- 
ed that he had no authority to inter- 
fere, and ttte discharging of the am- 
munition continued until the consign- 
ment had bean deposited In the custom 
house.

FEDERAL THREAT IS 


SENT TO TAMPICO 


Si) Ma eunbojts Men to 


SMI or Bloekide Fort. 


Tamplco, June a—An official notifica- 


tion was sent to the United States con- 
sul, Clarence A. Miller, by Governor 
Lois Caballero mat he had received 
word of the intention of tbe federal 
war vessels Zaragoza and Bravo to 
come to Tamplco for the purpose of 
bombarding or blockading the port 
For this reason Governor Caballero 
said he thought it proper to notify the 
American consul, so that the American 
war vessels lying off the port might 
keep out of the line of fire. 


The Constitutionalists have made all 


arrangements for the defense of the 
port Several hundred troops with ar- 
tillery departed from the town, and It 
Is understood they went to La Barra 
with the Intention of throwing up 
earthworks and placing cannon so as 
to prevent any attempt by the Mexi- 
can gunboats to enter the river. 


It is not yet known what steps are 


to be taken to drive off the gunboats 
should tUey make an effort to blockade 
the port No vessels adapted to such 
a purpose are at present available for 
the Constitutionalists. 


On the arrival of the*A«nericn schoon- 


er Sunshine from Galveston, with 
8,000,000 Mauser and Winchester cart- 
ridges for the Constitutional authori- 
ties, Rear Admiral Mayo sent Flag 
Lieutenant Arthur B. Cook to learn the 
character of the cargo. Captain Brows 
of the Sunshine had made his vessel 
fast to the custom house wharf, and 
she had begun to discharge her cargo. 
After the Hag lieutenant had made his 
report to the admiral, the latter decid- 
ed that he had no authority to inter- 
fere, and ttte discharging of the am- 
munition continued until the consign- 
ment had bean deposited In the custom 
house.

American consulate. Captain Brown 
refused to do so, and the point was 
waived.
